Group 1, claim(s) 1-10, drawn to a method for treating an inflammatory disease 
accompanied by bone destruction comprising the step of administering a vector 
encoding a protein that inhibits a signal transduction pathway mediated by FGF2-FGF 
receptor-Ras-Raf-MAP kinase and to a composition comprising a vector encoding a 
protein that inhibits a signal transduction pathway mediated by FGF2-FGF receptor- 
Ras-Raf-MAP kinase. 

Group 2, claim(s) 1, 5, 6, 10, drawn to a method for treating an inflammatory disease 
accompanied by bone destruction comprising the step of administering a nucleic acid 
that inhibits a signal transduction pathway mediated by FGF2-FGF receptor-Ras-Raf- 
MAP kinase and to a composition comprising nucleic acid that inhibits a signal 
transduction pathway mediated by FGF2-FGF receptor-Ras-Raf-MAP kinase. 



The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Unity of invention 
between different catagories of inventions will only be found to exist if the specific 
combinations are present. These combinations include: 
1) a product and special process of manufacture of said product,

4) a process and an apparatus specially designed to carry out said process, 

5) a product, a special process of manufacture of said product, and an apparatus 
specially designed to carry out said process. 

The allowed combinations do not include multiple products, multiple methods of 
using said product, and methods of making multiple products as claimed in the instant 
application, see MPEP § 1850. 

In addition to this, Yamashita et al., 2002, The Journal of Immunology, 168: 450- 
457 teach that anti-FGF-2 antibodies attenuated clinical symptoms and 
histopathological abnormalities of adjuvant-induced arthritis (AIA) (Yamashita, et al., 
abstract). 

Each of the inventions is distinct from the other as the methods of using a nucleic 
acid vector comprising a nucleic acid sequence encoding a protein requires different 
reagents than administration of nucleic acids, such as RNAi or antisense. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Claims 4 and 9 are drawn to distinctly named proteins that can be used to inhibit 
members of the signal transduction pathway and one must be elected. Each protein is 
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distinct from the other because each comprises a different structure and biological 
function. The search and examination for each protein is burdensome because the 
searches are not coextensive. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
